IMPORTANT 


All Taxpayers Should Read the Following 
Requirements and Comply With Them 


Chapter 92, Section 36, of the Revised Statutes of 
Maine, 1954, requires the Assessors to give notice to 
bring in lists of taxable property; if no lists are brought 
in, NO CLAIM FOR ABATEMENT. 


“Before making an assessment, the assessors shall 
give reasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants by 
posting notifications in some public place in town, or 
shall notify them in such other way as the town directs, 
to make and bring in to them true and perfect lists of 
their polls and all their estates real and personal, not 
by law exempt from taxation, of which they were pos- 
sessed on the first day of April of the same year. If any 
resident owner after such notice, or any non-resident 
owner after being reasonably requested thereto by the 
assessors, does not bring in such list, he is thereby barred 
of his right to make application to the assessors or the 
county commissioners for an abatement on his taxes, 
unless he offers such list with his application and satisfies 
them that he was unable to offer it at the time appointed. 
The request upon non-resident owners may be proved 
by a notice sent by mail directed to the last known 
address of the taxpayer or given by any other method 
that brings notice home to the taxpayer.”’ 


In accord with the above, all resident and non-resident 
taxpayers are hereby requested to bring into the asses- 
sors true and perfect lists of their polls and all of their 
estates, real and personal, as of April 1, 1964. The 
mailing of this copy of the town report to non-resident 
taxpayers will be considered a reasonable request as 
required by the law. 


The polls of all persons who have attained the age of 
70 years are now exempt under Chapter 91A, Section 
10, Revised Statutes of Maine, 1954. 
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ATTENTION DOG OWNERS 


Chapter 100, Section 10, of the Revised Statutes of 
Maine, 1954, requires: “On or before the first day of 
April of each year, the owner or keeper of any dog six 
months old or over shall apply to the city or town clerk 
either orally or in writing, for a license for each such 
dog owned or kept by him.” (Amended in 1968, age 
dropped from six months to four months, April 1). 


Chapter 100, Section 13, of the Revised Statutes of 
Maine, 1954, notice: “Whoever keeps a dog contrary to 
the provisions of Section 9 to 28, inclusive, shall be 
punished by a fine of not more than $25.00 to be recov- 
ered by complaint before any trial justice or municipal 
court in the county where such owner or keeper resides.”

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CIVIL DEFENSE REPORT 


Every Wednesday night a two hour exercise has been 
held in radio communication and in procedures under 
assumed emergency. 


County owned radio equipment was used until last 
Summer when we procured our own radio. 


During the summer a 28 KW generator was installed 
in a new Shelter on the school lot. This generator will 
provide power for the schoolhouse, whenever there 
might be a Central Maine Power Co. breakdown, as 
well as power for radio communication. 


An auxiliary warning siren has been installed in the 
Burnell Neighborhood of West Baldwin. This was done 
by the West Baldwin Fire Co. at their expense. How- 
ever, it is anticipated that Civil Defense will contribute 
about 50% of the cost. 

It is hoped that East and North Baldwin Fire Cos. 
will take advantage of the same opportunity, and that 
the whole town will be covered with an adequate warn- 
ing system. Then, and only then, may we expect finan- 
cial help from the Government on the warning system. 

A 214 ton 6 x 6 cab and chassis has been requisitioned 
for East Baldwin Fire Co. These machines are short 
supply and we may wait a long time for delivery. This 
was requisitioned from Government Surplus Property. 

Five 2-hour classes in Medical Self Help were con- 
ducted at the West Baldwin Fire Hall. About a dozen 
people were given instruction. It was a worthwhile 
project and it can be repeated whenever 12-15 can be 
enrolled. 

Seventy students were given a course in Nuclear 
Survival at the schoolhouse. It is hoped that they took 
some ideas home to their parents. 

Radio activity is measured every week at the Civil 
Defense Control Center. This is a training exercise to 
insure. competent monitoring in case radio activity rises 
to dangerous levels.

BLISTER RUST REPORT 


This is a brief report of the work undertaken on 
white pine blister rust control in Baldwin during 1964. 


We carefully examined 1,080 acres in and near white 
pine stands. On this area we found and destroyed 1,836 
wild currant and gooseberry bushes, which are the host 
plants of the disease. These bushes were generally 
scattered or in local concentration throughout the area 
and represent the regrowth of the species in the past 
eleven years since this particular area was worked. 


The total cost of the work amounted to $263.16. The 
cost to the town was $99.40 in wages and transportation 
of men and supplies. The federal Government provided 
$36.15 for transportation. The State of Maine provided 
$127.61 in wages, travel, supervision, and supplies. 


There is no further work of this nature scheduled in 
Baldwin until 1970, when 4,206 acres should be care- 
fully checked over. 


Thank you for the fine cooperation we enjoyed from 
you and the citizens of Baldwin. 
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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


During the year, the public health nurse provided 
nursing service on a family-centered basis and worked 
with allied groups in the planning and implementation 
of community health programs. In all phases of work, 
emphasis is placed on the prevention of disease, the 
promotion of health, and rehabilitative measures. 


The public health nurse’s function in direct service 
includes evaluation of the home for adequacy of care, 
provision of nursing care, evaluation of rehabilitative 
prospects, and instructions to patient and family in or- 
der to insure continuity of nursing care. When the 
function involves treatment of preventive measures, 
the nurse works under the direction of a physician. 


There were 26 visits to a family for rehabilitative 
nursing. 


The public health nurse continues to participate in 
the child health conference program. Any infant or 
pre-school child may attend this conference for medical 
supervision.

The public health nursing service in school included 
participating in:

4. Periodic visits with school personnel. 


Early in the year, the nurse assisted the health officer 
with the tuberculosis testing program for the 1st and 
7th grade pupils. Thirty-five pupils were given the 
tuberculin skin test. No cases of tuberculosis were 
found. 


The assistance given to the public health nurse by 
willing volunteers in the town of Baldwin, town officials, 
school personnel, and the local physicians, has been 
greatly appreciated. Working together, better health 
for the community can be attained.

This activity 
has provided a comprehensive Planning Study of the 
County, which has brought up many ideas for worth- 
while action, and is culminating in a York County Re- 
gional Planning Commission—the appropriate body to 
consider many of these proposals. 

Your director has served on a steering committee in 
Oxford County, formed to encourage economic develop- 
ment. Their first project—a promotional booklet on 
Oxford County, undertaken with the cooperation of the 
Oxford County Commissioners. 

As in the past years our ad in Rocks and Minerals 
has attracted many out of state hobbiests to our area. 

We are looking forward to continuing this activity 
in 1965, particularly to success in the Waterboro 
project.

Fiscal Year Ending December 31, 1964 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of Baldwin: 


Presented herewith is my first annual report as 
Superintendent of Schools. 

The Financial Report submited by the Baldwin School 
Department of the fiscal year ending December 31, 
1964, indicates a total expenditure of $83,430.44. 

The receipts for the same period, which includes a 
balance of $16,563.40 and an appropriation under 
Article 35 of $3,500.00 for secondary transportation 
and Article 36 for all other school expenses of 
$53,718.28 totaled $97,288.29. The total receipts minus 
the total expenditures result in a balance of $13,857.85. 

The school year found the school with added enroll- 
ments creating the need for an additional teacher. As 
this teacher had not been employed before the beginning 
of the school year, candidates were scarce. Miss Mary 
Potter was secured to teach in grades 3 and 4. Miss 
Potter is a graduate of Kennett High School in Conway, 
N. H. and Berkshire Christian College in Lennox, Mass. 
She did her student teach:ng in Otis, Mass. Her class is 
in the Auditorium area which, at best, is not a . 
classroom situation. 

During the summer months, the school was cleaned 
and needed maintenance was attended to. A new sink 
has also been installed in the kitchen area. 

As there will be an estimated number of 25 pupils 
entering the first grade next year and 14-8th graders 
leaving, the enrollment figure will pass the 160 mark. 
Due to this, the Superintending School Committee de- 
cided to have an Article placed in the town warrant 
relative to having grades 7 and 8 go to Potter Academy 
for the 1965-66 school year. 
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May I at this time express my sincere appreciation 
to the Schoo] Committee, all school personnel and the 
citizens of Baldwin for the cooperation extended to me.

Chapter 92, Section 36, of the Revised Statutes of Maine, 
1954, requires the Assessors to give notice to bring in lists of 
taxable property; if no lists are brought in, NO CLAIM FOR 
ABATEMENT. 


“Before making an assessment, the assessors shall give reason- 
able notice in writing to the inhabitants by posting notifications 
in some public place in town, or shall notify them in such other 
way as the town directs, to make and bring in to them true and 
perfect lists of their polls and all their estates real and per- 
sonal, not by law exempt from taxation, of which they were 
possessed on the first day of April of the same year.

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REPORT OF CIVIL DEFENSE AND PUBLIC 
SAFETY ACTIVITIES FOR 1965 


It was felt that our warning system was inadequate to our 
needs. ‘Therefore, a new 5 h.p. siren was installed on the roof 
of the West Baldwin fire station. 


This siren was purchased and installed by the West Baldwin 
Fire Co. Civil Defense and Public Safety reimbursed the com- 
pany for 50% of the cost. 


A similar siren was installed on the roof of the Consolidated 
School. 


This siren was purchased and installed by the town of Bald- 
win. Civil Defense and Public Safety reimbursed the town for 
50% of the cost. 


In the early summer your C.D. director obtained through 
the “surplus property’ program two general purpose gasmask 
outfits for each of the three fire companies. These were paid 
for out of the town’s C.D. and P. S. monies. 


During the drought of last fall, Civil Defense and Public 
Safety was called on by the selectmen to organize a fire patrol. 


This was very easily accomplished due to the public spirit 
and cooperation of nearly every person called on to serve. 


The patrol was called out on two separate occasions but rain 
fell immediately both times so that the patrols were canceled 
after only a few hours. 


Regular training classes have been conducted every Wed. 
evening at the emergency operating center. These classes offer 
training in the use of radiological instruments, map reading, 
projection of fallout winds and procedures to follow in all 
kinds of public disasters. The attendance has been poor, only 
5 people including the director.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PUBLIC 
HEALTH NURSE 


BALDWIN—1965 


Your public health nurse, a member of the staff of the 
Division of Public Health Nursing, provided public health 


nursing service in Baldwin during 1965. 


The primary purpose of public health nursing is to provide 
nursing sevice to people at home, at school, at work, in clinics 
and health centers, so that individuals, families, and the com- 
munity, as a whole, will be helped to achieve and maintain 
optimum health. 


During the year home visits were made to patients and 
families involving nursing care and rehabilitative nursing. This 
service included evaluation of the home for adequacy in nurs- 
ing care, evaluation of rehabilitation prospects, giving nursing 
service in the home and instruction to the patient and family 
to insure good nursing care. The nurse works under the direc- 
tion of a physician. 


The Public Health Nurse participates in the child health 
program. Any infant or preschool child may attend this con- 
ference for medical supervision. The following number of 
children were given physical examinations and were immu- 


nized: 
Total attendance 11 
Physical examination 6 
Diphtheria, Whooping Cough, 
‘Tetanus Boosters 3 
Polio (Salk) 2 


Due to lack of attendance only one conference was held in 
Baldwin. It is possible that many infants and preschool chil- 
dren are under regular medical supervision of their family 
physicians. 
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The public health nursing service in school included par- 
ticipation in: 
1. Arrangements for selective hearing tests. 
Audiometer tests were given to thirty-four pupils 
referred by the teachers. 
Parents were notified of hearing defects to encourage 
medical follow-up. 


2. Planning and carrying out of school health examina- 
tions. | 
117 school physical examinations were given to 
pupils in grades 1, 4, and 7 by the school physician. 
Parents were notified of physical findings and were 
encouraged to seek medical supervision. 


3. Home visits were made by the public health nurse to 
children with known or suspected health problems to 
assist in planning for remedial corrections. 


4. Periodic visits with school personnel. 


In November the nurse assisted the health officer with the 
tuberculosis testing program for the 1st and 7th grade pupils. 


Tuberculin skin tests 39 
No cases of tuberculosis were found. 


In May, the public health nurse assisted the Health Officer 


in an Immunization Program: 


Smallpox Vaccination 14 
Diphtheria and Tetanus Boosters 12 


The assistance given to the public health nurse by willing 
volunteers in Baldwin, town officials, school personnel, and the 


local physicians is greatly appreciated. Working together, better 
health for the community can be obtained.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 


OF SCHOOLS 
Fiscal Year Ending December 31, 1965 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of the 
Town of Baldwin: 


Presented herewith is my annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools. 


The Financial Report of the fiscal year ending December 31, 
1965, submitted by the Baldwin School Department, indicates 
a total expenditure of $95,402.34. 


The receipts for the same period, which includes a balance 
of $13,857.85 and an appropriation under Article 29 of $6,- 
280.00 for secondary transportation and Article 30 for all other 
school expenses of $63,500.00 totaled $110,935.99. The total 
receipts minus the total expenditures result in a balance of 


$15,533.65. 


The overcrowded conditions at the school leave much to be 
desired. Because of the physical arrangment in the All-purpose 
area, the addition of a teacher there did not prove to be the 
solution, and we went back to the same staff of the previous 
year; however, we did secure the part-time services of Mrs. 
Louise Roney who has been working with the teachers and a 
selected number of students in the remedial area. The results 
are very gratifying. Mrs. Roney is a 3 year graduate of Wash- 
ington State College of Machias, Maine and attended North- 
eastern Business College for one year. She has had experience 
at Winn, Lincoln, Saco, Sanford, and Sebago, all in Maine. In 
the Spring of 1965, she took a course in Remedial Reading at 
the University of Maine in Portland. 


Although it is not expected that the elementary enrollments 
will increase this year, the above overcrowded conditions call 
for a close examination of your building. 


" a 
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School Administrative Districts are being either studied or 
formed all around. Undoubtedly Baldwin will become a part 
of some District. This is a matter of vital importance to all. 
The 102nd legislature instruced an interim committee to study 
the feasibility of such Districts and to report back to the 103rd, 
with the thinking that those towns not now in Districts should 
proceed with all haste to meet the proposed plan, whatever it 
might be; also, towns not in a District should study the situa- 
tion and report their findings to the State Department of Edu- 
cation every two years. 


During the summer the school building was cleaned, all 
ceilings and the trim on the outside were painted. A fence 
bordering the playground area east of the school and skirting 
Route 113 was installed as a protective device. 


At this time, I would like to express my sincere appreciation 
and gratitude to the School Committee, all school personnel, 
and the Citizens of Baldwin for the cooperation and friendliness 
which have been extended to me.

Thank you for your letter on behalf of Mr. Philip W. Rich- 
ards, Principal of the Fryeburg Academy, Fryeburg, Maine. 
Mr. Richards and representatives of the Pleasant Mountain 
Regional Action Agency have been advised that their locality 
may be too small to receive aid under provisions of the Eco- 
nomic Opportunity Act. 


The Office of Economic Opportunity requires that a com- 
munity cover a geographical area of sufficient size and popula- 
tion to allow for the effective utilization of human, physical, 
and financial resources in an attack on poverty. Communities 
containing very small populations are encouraged to combine 
their efforts with adjacent jurisdictions to ensure the creation 
of an adequate resource base. 


The Office of Economic Opportunity considers rural areas 
equally as important as urban areas. However, the approach 
to the solution of poverty in rural areas is different from that 
in urban areas. In many instances, small communities have 
found it more advantageous to submit a proposal through a 
multi-county unit. Therefore, it may be wise for the Pleasant 
Mountain Regional Action Agency to submit a proposal which 
includes Oxford or York Counties. 


We suggest that Mr. Richard contact Mr. Steven D. Shaw, 
Division of Economic Opportunity, State House, Augusta. Mr. 
Shaw is the State Coordinator for the anti-poverty program in 
Maine and can assist you in the development of a program pro- 
posal. The pamphlet, “War on Poverty—A Hometown Fight,” 
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and our “Community Action Program Guide” are enclosed for 
Mr. Richards’ information.

It is self-explanatory and points up quite clearly 
that our efforts have been a waste of time, and that our or- 
ganization—the Pleasant Mountain Regional Action Agency— 
is a ‘dead duck’. 

Mr. Richards and I wish to thank you and others of your 
community who have given time and effort in the attempt to 
join together the communities of our area to combat our 
mutual social and welfare problems. 

The opportunity to pursue the benefits considered available 
under the EOA is still available to those communities wishing 
to do so if they care to go into a county or multi-county set-up.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 
1966 


Your public health nurse, a member of the staff of 
the Divison of Public Health Nursing, provided public 
health nursing services in Sebago during 1966. 


The public health nurse’s function in direct service to 
families includes evaluation of the home for adequacy 
of care, evaluation of rehabilitative prospects, provision 
of nursing care and instructions to patients and families 
in order to insure continuity of nursing care. When the 
function involves treatment or preventive measures, the 
nurse works under the direction of a physician. 


There were no child health conferences this year in 
Baldwin. It is possible that parents are seeking private 
medical supervision to meet the needs of their infants 
and preschool children. This program will be initiated 
when there is a community interest. 


The public health nursing serivce in school included 
participation in: 


1. Arrangements for selective hearing tests. 
Audiometer tests—25. 


Parents were notified of hearing defects and were 
encouraged to seek medical supervision. 


2. Planning and carrying out of school physical exami- 
nations. Grades 1 and 4 have physical examina- 
tions during the school year by the school physi- 
cian. This program will be planned early in 1967. 


3. Home visits to school children with known or sus- 
pected health problems. 
Your public health nurse made home visits to in- 
terpret the physician’s recommendations and as- 
sisted parents in planning for remedial correction. 
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4. Periodic visits with school personnel. 


In November the public health nurse assisted the 
health officer with the tuberculosis testing program. 


For the Ist grade: 
Tine tests—14. 


There were no reactors. 


In June, 1966, an Immunization Program was con- 
ducted by the health officer. 


Smallpox vaccinations 22 
Diphtheria and tetanus boosters 30 
Tetanus toxoid booster 1 


The success of any program depends largely upon 
interest, support and volunteer work of the local people 
individually and through organized group effort, in de- 
veloping programs most suitable for their own com- 
munity. 


The assistance given to the public health nurse by 
willing volunteers in the town, school personnel, town 
officials and the physicians, is greatly appreciated.

Chapter 92, Section 36, of the Revised Statutes of 
Maine, 1954, requires the Assessors to give notice to 
bring in lists of taxable property ; if no lists are brought 
in, NO CLAIM FOR ABATEMENT.

MAINE DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH AND WELFARE 
DIVISION OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING, 
BUREAU OF HEALTH 


Public health nursing service in Baldwin is provided 
by the Division of Public Health Nursing of the Depart- 
ment of Health and Welfare. The generalized nursing 
program is offered to people in their homes, in the schools 
and in the community. 


In January, a Measles Clinic was held at the East Bald- 
win Elementary School with Dr. Lowell Barnes, Health 
Officer. 


Ages 1-4 years—27 immunized against measles. 
5 years and over—42 immunized against measles. 


In March, the School Immunization Clinic was held 
with Dr. Lowell Barnes, Health Officer. 


Smallpox vaccination 9 
Diphtheria and tetanus 24 


There were no Child Health Conferences this past 
summer, for two reasons: 


1. The Headstart Program utilized the space ordi- 
narily used for the Child Health Conferences. 


2. The attendance would not be large enough to war- 
rant three conference sessions. 


In September, Audiometer Testing of kindergarten, 
first grade and teacher referrals were scheduled before 
your public health nurse was informed of the employment 
of a school nurse for the school district. 


Audiometer tests—32 pupils. 


Parents were notified of any hearing defects. 
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Home visiting to individuals in any age group and 
families is the unique function of the public health nurse. 
What is accomplished in each situation is the important 
measurement of the public health nurse’s contribution 
to the community. Her specialized knowledge and skill 
in nursing care of the sick in the home, her skill in obser- 
vation, and case finding, her knowledge of health and 
welfare resources are available to any family in town. 
Home visits are made to help with nursing care. of the 
chronically ill, to help with rehabilitation of the handi- 
capped, and to refer families to the appropriate resources 
for such health problems as: heart disease, epilepsy, 
diabetes, emotional problems, cancer, mental retardation, 
and crippling conditions. The nurse works under the 
medical supervision of the family physician or clinic 
physician. 


In the coming year, your public health nurse antici- 
pates a close working relationship with your school 
nurse, toward the goal, better health for the community. 


The assistance given to the public health nurse by the 
local volunteers, town officials, school personnel, and local 
physicians is very much appreciated.

Chapter 92, Section 36, of the Revised Statutes of 
Maine, 1954, requires the Assessors to give notice to 
bring in lists of taxable property ; if no lists are brought 
in, NO CLAIM FOR ABATEMENT.

by law exempt from taxation, of which they were pos- 
sessed on the first day of April of the same year. If any 
resident owner after such date, or any non-resident 
owner after being reasonably requested thereto by the 
assessors, does not bring in such list, he is thereby barred 
of his right to make application to the assessors or the 
county commissioners for an abatement of his taxes, 
unless he offers such list with his application and satisfies 
them that he was unable to offer it at the time appointed. 
The request upon non-resident owners may be proved 
by a notice sent by mail directed to the last known 
address of the taxpayer or given by any other method 
that brings notice home to the taxpayer.” 

In accord with the above, all resident and non-resident 
taxpayers are hereby requested to bring into the asses- 
sors true and perfect lists of their polls and all of their 
estates, real and personal, as of April 1, 1969.

ATTENTION DOG OWNERS 


Chapter 100, Section 10, of the Revised Statutes of 
Maine, 1954, requires: ‘On or before the first day of 
January of each year, the owner or keeper of any dog six 
months old or over shall apply to the city or town clerk 
either orally or in writing, for a license for each such 
dog owned or kept by him.” (Amended in 1963, age 
dropped from six months to four months, January 1). 


Chapter 100, Section 18, of the Revised Statutes of 
Maine, 1954, notice: “Whoever keeps a dog contrary to 
the provisions of Section 9 to 28, inclusive, shall be 
punished by a fine of not more than $25.00 to be recov- 
ered by complaint before any trial justice or municipal 
court in the county where such owner or keeper resides.”

ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH 
NURSE 


Public health nursing service in Baldwin is provided 
by the Division of Public Health Nursing of the Depart- 
ment of Health and Welfare. 


Home visiting to individuals and families in any age 
group is the unique function of the public health nurse. 
Home visits are made to help with nursing care of the 
chronically ill, to assist with rehabilitation of the handi- 
capped, and to refer families to the appropriate resources 
relative to the health problems. The nurse works under 
the medical supervision of the attending physician 
whether it be family physician or clinic physician when 
the function involves treatment or prevention measures. 

This year there has been an increase in service to 
adults and senior citizens. Continuity of nursing care 
has enabled many chronically ill patients to return home 
and remain in the home with their families. 

Visits to individuals over 65 were 3314% of home 
visits. Visits to adults were almost 50% of the total 
visits. 

During the summer three Child Health Conferences 
were held in Baldwin with Dr. Lowell Barnes in attend- 
ance.
